The common earthworm, despised by 
man and heedlessly trodden underfoot, 
fulfill* a part In nature that would 
seem Incredible but for the facts re- 
sealed by the patient and long contin¬ 
ued researches of Darwin. * "Worm*,” 
says Darwin, •'have played a more Im¬ 
portant part in the history of the world 
than most persons would at first sup¬ 
pose.” Let us follow Darwin, and ses 
how this apparently insignificant crea¬ 
ture has changed the face, o t nature. 
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We wlh first consider the habits and 
mode of life of the earthworm. As 
every one knows, trie worzuf live in 
burrows in the superficial layer of the 
ground. They can live anywhere In 
s layer of earth, provided it retains 
moisture, dry air being fatal to them. 
They can, on the other hand, exist sub¬ 
merged in water for several: months. 
They live chiefly in the superficial 
mold less than a foot below the sur¬ 
face, but in long continued dry weath¬ 
er and In very cold seasons they may 
barrow to a depth of eight feet. The 
burrows are lined by a thin layer of 
earth, voided by the worms, and end 
In small chambers in which they can 
turn around. 

The borrows are formed partly by 
pushing away the earth, bat chiefly by I 
the earth being.-swallowed,' Large 
quantities of earth are swallowed by 
the worms for the sake of the decom¬ 
posing vegetable matter contained In

it, on which they feed, 
thus swallowed Is voided fit spiral 
heaps, forming the worm castings. In 
this case the worm obtains food and at 
the same time excavates Its barrows. 

In addition to the food thus obtained 
half decayed leaves are dragged into 
the borrows, mainly for food, but also 
to ping the mouths of the baiTotrs for 
the sake of protection. Worms are 
also fond of meat, especially fat. They 
will also eat the dead bodies: of their 
relatives. They are nocturnal In hab¬ 
it, remaining, as a rule, In the burrows 
during the day and coming out to feed 
st night 

The earthworm baa no eyes, but Is 
affected by strong light if exposed to it 
for some time. It has no sejQ.se of 
hearing, but is sensitive to the vibra¬ 
tions of sound. The whole body Is 
sensitive to touch. There ajjpeiirs to 
be some sense of smell, but tlis Is lim¬ 
ited to certain articles of food, which 
are discovered by the worm when 
buried in earth, in preference to other 
bodies not relished. The wonm appears 
to have some degree of Intelligence 
from the way In which It draws the 
leaves Into its burrows, always judg¬ 
ing which Is the best end to draw them 
in by. This Is remarkable in so lowly

The body of Louis IX., after his 
death at Carthage In 1270, is related to 
have b—.n boiled in wine and water In 
order to preserve it for transportation, 
and It was then shipped by Charles of 
Anjou (I.) to Sicily. Here the flesb and 
viscera were deposited in the Benedic¬ 
tine Abbey of Monreale, near Paler¬ 
mo. The heart and the bones remain¬ 
ed, by desire of the soldiers, in the 
camp. Later his son Philip (Le Hard!) 
having carried them and those of his 
brother, Tristan, into Italy, they were 
takes, to Paris In 1271. On March 
21 of! that year the bones, reduced to 
ashes, were 'deposited temporarily in 
Notre Dame, Whence they were pres¬ 
ently borne in state to the Benedictine 
Abbey of St. Denis, and at each spot 
by the way where the bearers paused, 
seven in number, Philip subsequently 
caused a cross to be raised. 

Charles of Anjou dying at Foggla, I 
1285v his heart was sent to Angers, j 
while his body was entombed in San 
Gennaro, at Naples. CDs viscera re¬ 
mained hi the Duomo at Foggia. 

Philip III. (Le Hard!) died of pesti¬ 
lence at Perpignan Oct 6, 1285. His 
flesh was buried at Narbonne. His 
bones were transferred to St. Denis. 
His heart was given by Philip IT. (Le 
Bel) to toe Dominicans of Paris.—Lon¬ 
don Notes and Queries.

Irving’* Woade^l Self D«*U1. 

There wts one special act In Irving's 
young lif^en the stage that has a lea- 
son for all young artists. When, in 
1858, having then had three full years 
of experience aa a placer, be got a 
three years’ engagement In London 
and made his appearance at the Prin¬ 
cess’, he came to the conclusion that 
his work was not yet good enough for 
metropolitan favor. 8o be resolutely 
bent himself to the task before 
and, vfith toe reluctant consent of hie 
manager, canceled his engagement. He 
went back to the weary routine and 
labor and hardship of the provinces till 
the time should come for a more wor¬ 
thy effort; When we remember that 
a London engagement was, and is, the 
goal at an ambitious actor's hopes and 
that It means regular work and regular 
pay and an ever Increasing opportunity 
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tbe land. At one part of the alimentary 
canal of toe worm is a gizcard, or hard 
muscular organ, capable of] grinding 
food into fine particles.

Owing 
to the burial of stones and other objects 
by tbe action of worms ano ent monu¬ 
ments, portions of Roman villas and 
■x»tber Objects of antiquity have been 
preserved. These “have been gradually 
buried by the worms and so preserved 
from tbe destructive effect of rain and 
Wind. Many Roman remains were.
